ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 14.—() 
Secretary Wallace told Farmers 
Union members tonight 
reciprocal trade agreement pro- 
gram, as a whole, benefited Amer- 
lcan agriculture before the Eu- 
ropean war, but that now the 
world trade picture is “drastical- 
ly changed.”

Symbols of An Age 


Margaret Mitchell, when she wrote “Gone 
‘ith the Wind” and created those world-famous 
fictional characters of Scarlett O’Hara, Rhett 
Butler, Ashley Wilkes, Melanie and all the rest, 
did far more than write a good story. She 
gave names to the people of an age. She painted 
a picture of life and conditions in Atlanta of 
three-fourths of a century ago that is so real 
and true and vivid it will always be the picture 
that the greater part of the outside world will 
see when they think of the Georgia of the 
eighteen-sixties. To the world, those charac- 
ters of Scarlett and Rhett and the others will 
always be real people. When folks think, in the 
future, of the burning of Atlanta they will al- 
ways see, as real people against that back- 
ground, the characters of the Mitchell book. 

Just as Shakespeare’s “Antony and Cleo- 
patra” is the history that 99 per cent of readers 
today accept as the authentic story of Egypt 
in that ancient day, so, to future generations, 
will “Gone With the Wind” be the history of 
this section for that period and so will its 
characters become people more real than those 
who actually lived 75 years ago. 

It is, therefore, matter for sincere gratitude 
that the broad picture of those times should 
have been drawn, in words, by some one so 
well informed on the facts of local history as 
Margaret Mitchell. Possibly the greatest 
achievement of her book is its truth, its faith- 
ful adherence to reasonable fact and the man- 
ner in which it refrains from caricature, 
either the romantic exaggeration of southern 
partiality or the impossible nobility of vision- 


ary northerners. 

Today Atlanta signalizes the birth of the 
Mitchell characters in the speaking and mov- 
ing realism of the screen. It is an occasion of 
importance which can scarcely be exaggerated. 
For, just as the book, the story that will be 
unreeled tonight at Loew’s Grand theater is 
the story which, to practically all the world, 
will be taken as the exact historic recording 
of its place and time. 

It is, therefore, matter for civic congratula- 
tion and for southern appreciation that this 
fictionalizing of history has been done by one 
so sympathetic and well-informed’ as Margaret 
Mitchell and that the makers of the film version 
have held, in dialogue and plot and character- 
ization, so closely to the “book itself. Maybe 
there never was a real-life Tara, perhaps Scar- 
lett and Rhett never truly walked on Peachtree 
street in the flesh. But that doesn’t matter. 
From today on they become very real people, 
the individuals who carry a reasonably correct 
visualization of Atlanta of the long ago into 
the consciousness of the world. 


Teeth and the Pituitary 

_ The pituitary gland, situated at the base of 
the human brain, has long been known to 
science as a determining factor in sex growth. 
Now Dr. Robert L. Heinze, staff dentist in the 
endocrinology clinic of Kings County Hospital, 
Brooklyn, presents a report suggesting that the 
same gland has a lot to do with the dental de- 
velopment of the individual 

Dr. Heinze’s report covered a three-year 
study of 100 individual cases, not enough to be 
conclusive, but sufficiently wide to present 
some interesting indications. 

That the teeth and their condition are di- 
rectly related to the sex strength of the indi- 
vidual is suggested in the fact, contained in the 
report, that all of these 100 cases were under- 
sexed because of deficiency in the pituitary 
gland secretions, while 90 of them had perfect 
or nearly perfec} teeth. 

On the other hand, says Dr. Heinze, it is 
generally known that unusually virile men have, 
almost always, advanced cases of tooth decay, 
crooked teeth or other dental faults. 

Whether Dr. Heinze is correct in his assump- 
tion that sex strength and dental condition 
are both due to the pituitary gland remains to be 
fully proven. But his report gives rise to some 
highly interesting speculation in both directions 
from his hypothesis.

Air Superiority 

In fighting a nation like Poland, which pos- 
sessed an air force only a fraction of that 
of Germany, Hitler did not hesitate to send 
out waves of Nazi bombers and fighter planes 
to rain down hideous death upon Warsaw 
and other Polish cities. It may be that, 
in this new war against the British and French 
as Allies, air superiority is no longer with the 
Germans and that this is the principal reason 
why the large scale attacks from the air, so 
feared before the outbreak of hostilities, have 
not been experienced by London, Paris or other 
large cities. 

In any event, it is the belief of British au- 
thorities today that current Allied production 
of bombers and fighters and of trained pilots 
is superior to that of Germany, both in quality 
and quantity. It may be necessary to apply a 
degree of discount to this belief, because of 
British optimism but, if it is true, it affords a 
Striking example of the power of adequate arm- 
ament to deter an enemy from attack. As such, 
it should prove an object lesson to the United 
States in this country’s effort to upbuild her 
defensive arms to the point where no nation in 
the world would dare to even contemplate car- 
rying warfare to these shores. 

That the Allies have a definite advantage in 
the air at this time is contended in the follow- 
ing British report: 

“In designing bombers, the British have 
stuck to the principle that these machines, be- 
sides carrying out their allotted task efficient- 
ly, must be able to defend themselves. Ac- 
cordingly, they did not, as-the Germans did, 
sacrifice defense in the air to speed and evasive 
power. They even went so far as to fit power- 
operated gun turrets, giving the gunner a 
steady platform and the ability to swing him- 
self and his gun in any direction without ef- 
fort. Whereas the German bombers cannot 
beat off British fighters, British bombers not 
only frequently out-shoot German fighters, but 
have occasionally shot them down. 

“The British have a clear superiority over 
the Germans in fighters; their machines can 
carry eight guns to the German four and are 
faster and easier to maneuver. Tests of a 
captured Messerschmitt 109 show these planes 
to be ‘ugly’ to handle and inferior to both 
French and British fighters. New German ad- 
vances in design may alter this picture, but it 
is clear that, for the present, the Allies have a 
definite advantage.” 


Fashions in Auto Tags 

Georgia, with her 1940 automobile license 
tags advertising, in design and new colors, the 
“Peach” state, is not :the only state among the 
48 which is going in for new hues and forms of 
license tag for the coming year. In fact, when 
the transcontinental motorist makes his ocean- 
to-ocean tour in 1940, his eye will be dazzled by 
some of the newer fashions in tags. 

There will be, for instance, the Idaho tag 
in green on gold; Illinois with cream on coffee 
brown; Pennsylvania’s ultramarine blue on 
golden yellow, and the artistic tag of North 
Carolina which will be maroon on aluminum. 
If you hop over to Puerto Rico you'll find patri- 
Otic tags, of red on white and blue. 

Thirty-four states have adopted entirely new 
color schemes for next year’s tags, with only 
13 and the District of Columbia content with 
mere reversal of the colors of 1939. Connecticut 
has a permanent plate in style and color, black 
on aluminum, 

The most popular color combination for 
license tags is black and yellow; blue and white 
comes next, black and white third and black 
and orange fourth. . 

In addition to Georgia’s “Peach” design, a 
number of states will have a touch of advertis- 
ing on their plates. New York, for instance, 
will again advertise the World’s Fair on its tags 
while Wisconsin will let all who ride and read 
the tag ahead know that she proclaims herself 
“America’s Dairyland.” 
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The snowbound blitzkrieg, launched by

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Editorial of the Day 


APPLIES TO BOTH SIDES 
(From The Greensboro, N. C., Daily News.) 


In the discussions which have been, still are, 
and will continue with us, in increasing volume 
we dare say, upon international policies, relief 
and what problems is it the country has to meet, 
it had just as well be recognized, and better late 
than never, that no one side has a corner on 
partisanship. 

They are questions which involve all of us, 
which challenge the best thought and leadership 
of the nation, and which call for a pooling rather 
than a division of brains and energy. This very 
unity, however, presupposes the presentation and 
hearing of all ideas, suggestions and constructive 
criticisms. That there should be basic differences 
of opinion goes without saying: and if leaders of 
divergent views wish to take their respective sides 
to the American people, to make an election issué 
out of this or that matter, we do not see whai 
is to be or should be done about stopping them. 
Party opposition, party checks and balances still 
constitute the only way to apply the brakes in 
this country or to readjust policies or programs 
which the ins support and’ apply to changing 
American opinion. Our concern lies primarily in 
the manner in which these issues are presented 
to the American people: certainly party leaders 
face the gravest responsibility to conduct an in- 
telligent, clear-cut and sincere campaign on issues 
which so vitally affect the nation 2s a whole. 
They have a patriotic duty to perform in presen- 
tation of causes; a duty which should preclude 
confusion, deliberate befuddlement, demagoguery, 
appeals to prejudices and emotions and rabble- 
rousing which is capable of disastrous results 
indeed. 

This duty, this responsibility, this conception of 
patriotism is hardly confined to one side or one 
party. It is contemptible for the Republicans to 
hop on any administration policy or program for 
the sole purpose of making political capital of it. 
It is equally contemptible for the Democrats, 
meaning the administration, to meet any sincere 
and justifiable criticism by labeling it a cheap 
and partisan attack. The issue itself and the seri- 
ous consideration to which it should be subjected 
can be obscured just as easily by those who cry 
partisanship needlessly as by those who actually 
inject partisanship for particularist purposes. Or 
isn’t it the same thing?

THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP; AND ROBERT KINTNER, 
HOOVER, PEW ARE BUSY WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Taft, 


Dewey and Vandenberg are the 
onty Republicans of standing openly campaigning for the presi- 
dency, but numerous other great men in the party are ceaselessly, 
if somewhat mysteriously, busy. Of these, the most important are 
Herbert Hoover, who has a large following of old friends and for- 
mer federal jobholders, and the Sun Oil millionaire, Joseph Pew, 
who heads the new Pennsylvania junta. 

Among conservative Republicans, Hoover and Pew are the 
strongest figures. Their doings are being watched with apprehen- 
sion by friends of Governor Alf M. Landon and other moderate 
leaders. They are not thought to be working together, for the 
moderates are almost unanimously convinced that Hoover wants to 
be nominated, and no one expects Pew to back him for the nomi- 
nation. But each is reported to be encouraging the other with the 
object of building up a large conservative influence on the party 
convention, 


WILL HISTORY REPEAT? Governor John Bricker, of Ohio, 


| who has been aptly described as 
“an honest Harding’’ is said to be the real choice of Pew and the 
Pennsylvania junta. Pew, old Joe Grundy, and other Pennsyl- 
vanians are ostensibly committed to support their own governor, 
James, however, is not really avail- 
able, although his personal belief is to contrary. The play is sup- 
posed to be for the Pennsylvanians to go to the convention with a 
bloc of James delegates, just as Boies Penrose’s men went to the 
1920 convention with a bloc of delegates committed to Governor 
Sproul. Then, if the right time comes, they can throw the James 
delegates to Bricker just as Penrose threw the Sproul delegates to 
Harding. 

History rarely repeats with such ghastly exactitude. It will be 
pretty hard to get Bricker started when the Ohio delegation is for 
Bob Taft. In Harding’s case, Harry Daugherty at least had the Ohio 
votes in his pocket. 

Meanwhile, however, there is no doubt of the Pennsylvania 
junta’s activity. James has just returned from Texas, where he 
had a long visit with his adviser, Colonel Carl Estes, the ex-Demo- 
cra who left the oil business, bought a pair of false whiskers, and 
went into politics in a big way. Presumably the real objective of 
the James visit was that veteran master of southern delegates, the 
Republican national committeeman from Texas, R. B. Creager. 
Creager, the master fence-sitter of all time, is claimed as an ally 
by the Pennsylvanians, but has recently given signs of being more 
inclined to favor Taft. Whatever Creager does, the Pennsylvanians 
are out for ahy delegates they can lay their hands on. 


BUSY MR. HOOVER As for Hoover, the former President 


grows more busy by the day. Every- 
thing he does is watched with suspicion by his Republican enemies. 
For example, when the war started, he made it plain to the Red 
Cross that he would like to head up its war relief work. The Red 
Cross was not interested. Then, when Russia invaded Finland, he 
telephoned to Hjalmar Procope, the Finnish minister here, to sug- 
gest that he organize relief for Finland. Procope, hardly knowing 
what to answer, replied that his country would be glad to accept 
anything Mr. Hoover offered. Whereupon Hoover issued a state- 
ment to the effect that he had “agreed” to undertake the task. 
Normally such eagerness would be taken as a symptom of anx- 
iety to work in a good cause, which was probably Hoover's real 
motive.

States to order its own life within 
its own jurisdiction and in its own 
way and to refrain from interfer- 
ing in any manner in its internal 
affairs.” He wrote, further, that it 
would be his country’s policy to

Since then the Communist party 
has taken a lively part in Ameri- 
can internal affairs.

DECEMBER 20, 1860 It was December 20, 1860, that South 
; Carolina left the Union. On January, 


9, Mississippi, Jeff Davis’ adopted state, followed. The next two 
days saw Florida and Alabama come in. 


Not until January 19 did Georgia follow. The scrawny, death’s 
head of a little man, Alexander H. Stephens, had held them back 
for a while. He voted against it when the vote came January 19. 

Louisiana followed on January 26. 


Not until February 1 did Texas join the Confederation. 

The cotton states, which wanted the war and made the war, 
were in. Not until spring were the other stafes to follow, a bit un- 
willingly and not quite sure. Virginia was last of all. 


But on February 9, 1861, the convention met.in Montgomery. 

It was not a pleasant meeting. They didn’t trust one another, 
They didn’t trust Stephens, because he had voted against secession. 
Most of them wanted Bob Toombs. Howell Cobb, they feared. It 
would have been Toombs but for a false report that Georgia wanted 
Howell Cobb. So they swung to Davis, whom they didn’t much like. 

It was a tempestuous meeting. Thomas R.'R. Cobb, brother of 
the brilliant Howell Cobb, left the most letters about it. He said, 
in one of them: 


_ “Iam sick at heart with the daily manifestations of selfishness, 
intrigue, low cunning, and meanness among those who at this critical 
moment should have an eye single to the protection of their people. 
. .. I had the folly to believe there was great pratriotism in this 
movement. God help us. It looks now as if it was nothing but 
office seeking.” 


_ The wind of war had begun to blow. The brazen-hoefed stal- 
lions were loosed to ride down the sky. 


APRIL 12, 1861 Fort Sumter was fired on in the spring, when 
April was lovely in Charleston. 

Bob Toombs was the best of the southern statesmen. Had they 
made him president things might have been different. He saw 
Lincoln’s strategy about Sumter. There was not much enthusiasm 
in the north. They needed a cause. Wars always do. 

As they talked about it, Toombs is reported to have halted be- 
fore Davis: 

“Mr, President,” he said, “the firing on the fort will inaugurate 
a civil war greqter than any the world has ever seen ... if this is 
true it is suicide, it is murder and will lose us every friend at the 
north. You will wantonly strike a hornets’ nest. .. It is unnec- 
essary. It puts us in the wrong. It is fatal.” 

Davis would not listen. He sent the wire to Charleston.

As each football squad has keen-eyed scouts who watch other 
squads in action and endeavor to analyze their plays and discover 
their weak spots, so each nation has military observers in other 
countries to watch their armed forces at drill or in action and report 
on their efficiency. These observers are treated with formal cour- 
tesy and permitted to see all there is to see. 

When America’s defenders played at war some months ago, the 
Japanese observer was on the job from daylight till dark, using his 
camera as fast as he could load, aim and shoot. The pictures he 
took were sent to Japan, to be enlarged and studied in minute detail. 

Those pictures make our own military leaders ashamed and 
anxious, For they say to the military men of Japan: “America has no 
army that need be taken seriously. If you could get past the navy 
and land highly trained veteran troops on the coast or bring them 
up through Mexico, they could take the country in a few weeks, 
There is nothing to stop them. 

“The Americans would fight bravely, as the Chinese do, but un- 
trained men without modern equipment are as helpless as so many 
sheep. 

“They have the world’s best rifle, but scarecly enough’ for one 
division. Of other modern equipment, anti-aircraft and anti-tank 
guns, field artillery, tanks, armored cars and the rest, they have 
only samples. . 

“What is worse—for them—they have no trained men. Even if 
they had modern equipment, they would not know how to use it, 
Only experts can operate complicated machines. 

“Elected officials, caring only for votes, have left the country 
bare and defenseless—the world’s richest prize, without a guard.” 

Well, Americans aren’t going to fight Japan, or any other nation, 
if they can help it. But we are pitifully unprepared to defend our- 
selves, and in times like these, when force is the only recognized 
law, weakness invites attack and disaster. 

We must have modern equipment and men trained to use it. If 
necessary, shorten the enlistment period to one year and train men 
in batches of 200,000. Pay them well and insure return to their jobs. 

We are a pacifist people, but even pacifists are smart enough to 
want armed cops on the job when bandits are robbing the neighbors,

HUNTS ELUSIVE CI 


Hobbyist Ignores Personal 
Gain in Search for Four 
Rare Pieces. 


If the average person had all 
but four of the silver dollars 
minted by the United States he 
would probably be satisfied. But 
Rudolph Orlob, of Salt Lake City, 
Utah, isn’t and he won’t rest un- 
til he has those four elusive coins. 

No, Orlob is not a miser, he is 
collector and posséssor of probably 
the largest and most complete col- 
lection of United States dollars in 
All in all, Orlob’s ob- 
session for silver hasn’t netted him 
a great deal of wealth. In fact 
his 15-year search has netted him 
only $90. 

But every one of those dollars 
has a story and altogether they 
form the story of silver in Amer- 
ica’s history. The collection con- 
tains 90 of the 94 different silver 
dollars struck off by the govern- 
ment since 1794. 

“Tradé Dollars” Valued. 

Many are rare specimens of ex- 
ceptional historical interest. One 
of the most interesting is a speci- 
men of the “trade dollar” used in 
1873 specially made for use in 
commerce with China during the 
days when “clippers” sailed around 
the Horn and across the Pacific.

You have only 
to give yourself time and you will 
regain every single pound that you 
fought and dieted off! 

Your chance of staying slim de- 
pends on retaining some of the 
dietary and exercise habits that 
slimmed you down. All that takes 
is sensible eating, coupled with a 
certain amount of regular exer- 
cise. But disregard those two 
slimming measures and you will 
be shocked at the speed with 
which the scales can climb back 
to their former high level. 

Keep right on with the balanced 
menus. They contain the protec- 
tive foods you need and you could 
never gain weight on a diet built 
around the protective foods, plus 
a few extras to meet your energy 
requirements.

But be careful! Watch your cal- 
orie chart to see that you do not 
go beyond your calorie needs.

You can have one or even two 
slices of bread per meal, but no 
more.

‘DECISION RESERVED 


IN WAGE-HOUR CASE 


Judge Barrett To Render 
Ruling Later in Way- 
cross Fight. 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Dec. 14.—(P) 
Judge William Barrett, after hear- 
ing arguments in the case of Clif- 
ton I. Morgan, railroad section la- 
borer, against the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad, in which constitu- 
tionality of the wages and hours 
act is in question, reserved his 
decision this afternoon as district 
United States court was ad- 
journed. 

The two-day hearing was on ac- 
tion by Morgan to recover al- 
leged insufficiencies in wages un- 
der the law. Today’s arguments 
were concerned chiefly with the 
constitutionality of the act. Judge 
Barrett will announce his deci- 
sion in the case later from his 
home in Augusta, it was an- 
nounced. 

It was contended by the plaint- 
iff that the act is unconstitution- 
al because it does not fall within 
the commerce clause, the fixing 
of the wages and hours not being 
closely enough related to com- 
merce to bring the act within the 
clause, 

It was contended further that 
the act is unconstitutional because 
it does not conform to the due 
process clause because the act 
joes not make it mandatory that 
a hearing be held giving both par- 
ties full opportunity to be heard 
or to register a protest. The dis- 
tinction between ministerial and 
quasi-judicial functions was 
brought out, together with the 
point that Congress cannot dele- 
gate determinations between citi- 
zens to an administrative official. 

The railroad contended that 
payment of 20 cents an hour in 
cash and use of facilities amount- 
ing to 5 cents or more per hour 
in value did not violate the law. 
The facilities, it was explained, 
included furnishing of housing, 
fuel, transportation of employe to 
and from work on motor car, fur- 
nishing of ice, and payment of 
taxes on railroad-owned house in 
which the employe lived.
